There are now two coinage mints - located at Philadelphia, Pa., 
0 and Denver, Colorado. There are assay offices under the Bureau of 
the Mint at New York City and San Francisco, California. 
The first U. S. Mint was established at Philadelphia by Act of 
_ Congress of April 2, 1792. It was under the personal supervision of

The Mint at San Francisco, now operating as a Refinery and 
y.» Assay Office, - was established in 1854.

I say don’t let high prices mis- 
lead or discourage you from your 
hobby. Prices may be fixed but 
your buying power controls the 
sales and rarity.

Actually I don’t believe many 
collectors obtain B.U. Rolls at 
their banks, for if all collectors 
were allowed to put in orders 
for rolls the government would 
have to open a few more new 
mints to meet the demands. 

I don’t believe your relative is 
passing the buck. If B.U. Rolls 
are available I am sure they 
would let you have a few rolls. 
A banking house has on hand 
enough coins to meet the necessi- 
ties of its merchant depositors, 
if not, they put in an order to the 
Federal Reserve. Your chances 
to get B. U. Rolls are better at 
large main banks or Federal 
Reserves. You cannot send away 
for rolls. A dealer of coins spends 
all his time at his profession and 
has more time to find ways and 
means to acquire enough mater- 
ial for his livelihood than a col- 
| lector.

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Roman Coin Portraits - Flavius Julius Crispus 
By Earl A. Mc Brayer 





Constantine the Great has been hailed by certain ecclesiastical 
historians as the protector of Christianity within the Roman realms. 
A fact that is not publicized by those discussing the virtues of this 
great emperor is that he caused his eldest son, Crispus, to be put 
to death. 

This act of parricide was defended at the time by statements of 
Constantine to the effect that Crispus had participated in a secret 
conspiracy against the throne and person of his father. An examin- 
ation of Crispus was his popularity among the citizens of the Roman 
Empire. 

Crispus had aided his father considerably in A.D. 324 by defeating 
the fleet of Licinius, the rebellious brother-in-law of Constantine. 
This success, along with the amiability and youth of Crispus, caused 
the eighteen-year old heir-apparent to the Roman throne to be im- 
mensely appealing to the public. 

Constantine, fearing the possibility that his enemies might use 
Crispus to gain imperial control, first banished his son to Pola, in 
Istria, after a secret trial. Shortly afterwards he gave instructions 
that the execution of Crispus take place (A.D. 326.) 

The small bronze coin pictured above bears the portrait of the 
young Crispus on the obverse. On the reverse is an altar inscribed 
with a wish that Crispus might have twenty years of prosperity and 
good health. P LON beneath the altar on the reverse indicates that 
pecunia (money) was struck at the London, England, mint. 

It is curious to note that the vain and cruel Constantine ordered 
metals struck to commemorate the glory of his son, Crispus, at the 
Very time he was planning his trial and subsequent murder.
